Fifty-stYgn Women Arrested in Opium 


Dens in Few York

O PIU M DEN’S R A ID E D . 


F ifty-S even V ictim s of th e Curse C ap­ 
tured in N ew Y ork. 


N e w Y o r k , Oetob'er 21st.—A scene strange 
for New York attracted the attention of the 
Tombs Police Court this m orning. Fifty-seven 
wom en, al. white, w ith the exception of two 
negroes aud one of Cumese-Ameriean parent­ 
age, were escorted by tw enty policem en. The 
women were all found in Chinese opium dens 
last night. An afternoon paper, which is ordi­ 
narily pro-Chinese, described th eir appearance 
as follows: “ th e ir intim ate relations w ith the 
Chinese seemed not only to cause them to lose 
th iir own self-respect, but also take on in part 
the nature of the celestials. 
The two colored 
girls tried to laugh iu a sham e faced sort of 
way. The horde was m arched in before the bar. 
Some were laughing and very lew were crying. 
T he most looked defiant. 
They brought with 
them out o fth e p e n th e distinct odor of opium. 
O ne-third of the entire lot wore hats, while 
four-fifths showed the effects of opium sm ok­ 
ing. About tw o-thirds were sent to jail. They 
ate opium pills while waiting ior the van.” 
A concerted raid was m ade by the police on 
opium dens last night. The officers were posted 
at the trout and rear and at the ends of a street, 
and Chinatow n w as at once in a ferm ent. The 
first place attacked was 6 Dover street. The 
white women who live with the Ohiuameu, and 
whose anti eg have caused complaint* from the 
poor, respectable tenants of the neighborhood, 
were frightened by the appearance of the de­ 
tectives, and ran out into the streets like rats 
irom a house on tire, and in attem pting to get 
away from the police in the bous.s they ran 
into the police at the intersections of the streets 
aud were arrested. 
Chinatown had seen m auy 
raids, but none like this. The women were all 
youDg, the most of them oniy half dressed, aud 
some evidently h a i retired for the night. 
The Chinam en scam pered out of the rooms 
unheeded by the detectives, but the womeu 
were anxious to hide.

The most of them were half-stupid w ith 
opium . The girls who ran into the street at first 
did not stop to dress, bill the Chinam en brought 
out wraps to them , w ith which they covered 
their half-naked bodies. 
One tall, slender, 
good-looking girl cam e boldlv down stairs with 
keys in her nand. 
She did not live in the 
house, 6hc said, but at 10 Dover streeet, and was 
around on a visit to a friend. She was corralled, 
too, however, and led off weeping. Several 
womeu were caught on the root as they were 
trying to pass over to tbe adjoining roots. 
'th e next house, west of No 6, was also full of 
girls. They had been w arned, however, by the 
fate of the others, aud instead of running into 
the street, they locked aud barred the doors and 
put out the lights, aud all at ernpts to force the 
doors were unavailing. The police had no w ar­ 
rants anyw ay, aud th e giris refused to open upon 
the orders of the police. 
A watch was kept 
upon the Iront aud rear entrances to tne houses, 
aud the police pasted on to No. 10. The giris 
found here were driven out into the street. 
During the chase several giris were seen ru n ­ 
ning to the roof, but were not seen afterw ard, 
so it was concluded they escaped over the 
roofs.

C a n t o s (O.), October 21st.—Governor Hill was 
greeted on his arrival hare to-day by a large 
throng, 'jo-night, after a large torchlight pro­ 
cession of Democratic clubs, he spoke to a 
crowd of 3,000 people at the Rink.

The 
photograph shows striking m arks of form er vol­ 
canic activity occurring probably before the 
mcon had become cool or rigid, w hen the lunar 
tides ex cite! by the earth 's attraction m utt have 
been vastly m ore destructive th an our highest 
tides. In some pictures recently taken at the 
Lick Observatory, Prolessor Holden reports th at 
parallel walls on the moon, whose tops are only 
about 200 yards wide, and w hich are not more 
than 200 yards apart, are plainly visible. If we 
shall ever have as good a picture of th e planet 
Mars the vexed question of its “c a sa s,” its 
seaa aud snowy poles, as well as its habits, will 
be greatly simplified.

OREGON. 


> a L ittle B e a l L ife 


A n In s p e c tin g O fficer T o u ch es U p th e 
N a tio n a l G u a rd sm e n . 
The reportof lieu ten an t Colonel J. W. Staples, 
Division Inspector on the staff of Major General 
Dimond, whose duty it was to inspect the 
cam ps held last sum m er by the National Guard, 
has ju st been issued from the Adjutant-General’s 
office. Concerning the First A rtillery camps, 
he reports th at the tents generally were in lair 
condition, but adds: 
“Officers' tents were generally occupied by 
ladies (fam il'es of the office's), and as inspect­ 
ing Officer it was exceedingly em barrassing to 
be confronted w ith ibis condition oí affairs. 
W hile not attem pting to hazard the criticism 
th a t the permission, by the com m anding officer 
to officers of his regim ent, to bring th eir fami 
lies to live in cam p, as being against the law as 
governing State camps, I do not hesitate to as­ 
sert that, in my judgm ent, it is prejudicial to 
m ilitary order and discipline 
The State en ­ 
cam pm ents are provided for, by the law s of the 
State, as cam ps ot instruction: paid for as such, 
and anything tending to divert the m ind of the 
com m and frolri this fundam ental principle of 
instruction is, ifi my judgm ent, a thing to be 
carefully excluded from the cam pgrounds. 
"W hile it is desirable and necessary to put in 
as m uch h aid work as possible in the short 
tim e allowed for cam p purposes, an occasional 
evening for recep'ion of guests should be en­ 
couraged, as lending to relax the tension of 
cam p lile, and invite the interests of the citizens 
toward the National Guard 
"T he general condition of the officers’ tents 
was not attractive (exception in lavor of the 
tents t f the officers ol Company C). A djutant’s 
tent and headquarters tent in good shape Q uar­ 
ters of the baud were neat ana well kept ” 
lie reports that the food was good, but the 
w ater supply bad, aud a d is that the general 
appearance of the m ea was favorably com ­ 
m ented upon. 
The condition of tbe m en 
showed m arked im provement over those at last 
yeai’s encam pm ent. Drills displayed steadi­ 
ness, orders were executed w itn prom ptness, 
aud battaliion formations and m arching evi­ 
denced the w eek's work in camp. 
The com m ent is made th at in dress parade the 
com m and was m arched on the ground w ith 
latigue caps suspended from tbe rear w aist but­ 
ton, w hich is not in good form. T h e'rep o rt 
concludes as follows: 
"T he uniform s were better th at the average, 
and w hile in some cases not fittiDg as they 
should, yet the general appearance was good. 
T he reason for uniform s not fitting well is often 
traceable, not to tho fact th a t they did not 
originally fit the m eu lor whom m ade, but in 
th e m any changes taking place In the National 
Guard, the company tailor Joes not alw ays keep 
pace w ith such changes; the ludicrous - o me­ 
tim os crops Ollt w hen a six-footer is obliged to 
get into a coat intended for a m an about five 
feet in hight. This regim ent, like the Sixth, is 
en titled to m uch credit tor bringing inlo cam p 
eo large a percentage of officers and m en.” 


FORTIFYING WINES. 


A B a lin g T h a t I» of M uch Im p o rta n c e to 
W in e -M a k e rs. 
Owing to the delay in putting into effect the 
reoent Act of C ongress perm itting w ine-m akers 
to use brandy of th eir owu distilling, free lrom 
tax, in fortifying certain kinds of wines, vili 
culturfsU have been seriously ham pered iu 
th eir operations. 
It seems th at the labels re­ 
quired will not be ready for several weeks yet 
probably not before December 1 s t- and in the 
m eantim e th e w ine-m akers are at a loss w hat 
to do. On Monday lievenue Collector Byiogion 
telegraphed to the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue as follows for instructions: 
S acram ento, October 2 1,1899. 
John IP. „Uu.«< n. Commissioner Internal Revenue, 
Washington, D. C. W. Ii. Bourne has a large 
am ount of sweet iviue th at he desires to fortify 
under the new law. If it cannot be done, he 
desires to know if he pays the tax on spirits 
(produced at his distillery) to fortily said wine, 
if some w ould be refunded 10 him , provided the 
fortifying is done tinder the supervision of a de­ 
tailed officer front this office 
Numerous other 
distiller.es are m aking application for relief, 
and if it cannot soon be had, the law will be a 
nullity to them thissessou.

THE MENKE-GLACKEN AFFAIR IN THE 
COURTS. 


G la c k e n a n d F is h e r C h a rg e d W ith M u r­ 


d e r, a n d G la c k e n S u ed b y th e 


E ld e r M e n k e. 


It has now been som ething over a m onth since 
the terrible tragedy occurred on the Brighton 
road in which A nton R M enke, son of the well- 
know n hop-raiser, was killed and John J. 
Glacken (Anton’s brother-in-law ), and Robert 
Fisher were wounded. Glacken and Fisher had 
a hard struggle for their lives, and it was consid" 
ered a m iracle w nen they recovered. 
Now comes the sequel. 
It will be rem em ber th at up on the conclusion 
of the taking of testim ony in the inquest over 
A nton M enke's rem ains, the Coroner’s Jury ren­ 
dered a som ewhat indefinite verdict. It read 
sim ply th at “ The deceased, A nton Richard 
Menke, was shot by John J. Glacken, and that 
death resulted trom a pistol-shot wound in the 
left side near the shoulder ” It was notexpsctcd 
at the tim e this verdict was rendered that 
either Glackeu or Fisher wouid recover. 
On yesterday, however, Anton Menke. Sr., 
father oi the deceased, and Mrs. Louisa Menke, 
the widow, cam e into town and held a consul­ 
tation w ith th eir attorney. General A. L. n a rt. 
Subsequently they vL ited ih e District Attorney's 
office. 1 he "result of these consultations was 
that before noon an inform ation had been draw n 
up, charging Robert Fisher aud John J Glackeu 
w ith the m urder of Anton K. Menke, w hich in ­ 
form ation w as filed w ith Justice of the Peace 
Heurv, and sworn to by Mrs Menke: and papers i 
iu a civil suit were filed in the superior Court 
against Glackeu by the elder Menke. 
The com plaint iu the m urder esse goes on to 
form ally charge that ou the 15tb of September 
last. Glacken aud Fisher "did w ilfully and un­ 
lawfully, w ith m alice aforethought. m ake an 
assault" in. au-1 upon the person of Anton R. 
Menke, and him . the said Anton It. Menke, 
w ilfully and unlaw fully, aud with m alice afore­ 
thought, then aud there did kill aud m urder.” 
Justice Henry will set the m atter lor au early 
hearinz.
